Reverend Malcolm C. Thompson was born in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania in 1919. As a young man. he collected stamps and coins, 
with currency following as an outgrowth of his interest in coins. He worked his way through Maryville College in Tennessee, laboring in 
the steel mills of Aliquippa, Pennsylvania each summer to earn tuition money for the following year. He attended the School for Foreign 
Service at Georgetown University in Washington, DC, received a degree from McCormick Theological Seminary in Chicago, and earned 
a Ph.D. in Theology from the University of Edinburgh. Scotland. 

While serving as a pastor in New Carlisle, Ohio, Malcolm had the good fortune to meet and marry Cay (yes, that is the correct 
spelling) Mayer. After their marriage in 1953, they soon moved to Sidney, Ohio, where their sons Mark and Glen were bom. Encouraged 
by friendships with associates of Coin World , his interest in numismatics grew. During the 1960’s. Malcolm began to collect currency in 
a serious manner. 

In 1971 the family moved to St. Louis, where Malcolm was pastor of Oak Hill Presbyterian Church until his retirement in 1988. 
During his years of ministry, Malcolm served the larger church in area and regional positions including a term as Moderator of the Synod 
of Ohio and a term as Moderator of the Synod of Mid-America. Malcolm has been a member of the Missouri Numismatic Society for 
over two decades and, along with his wife Cay, has been a familiar face at virtually all local, regional, and national shows held in the St.
